We  have  just  finished  a  very  busy  year  for  our  Police  Depart- 
ment. 

Many  new  problems  were  solved  and  many  items  taken  care 
of  during  the  past  year. 

Our  new  Radar  unit  has  been  one  of  the  best  investments 
that  the  town  has  made. 

It  is  anticipated  that  1978  will  be  a  troublesome  year.  We 
have  received  bulletins  that  Revolutionary  groups  are  planning 
a  big  year  to  let  people  know  that  they  want  to  be  heard.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire 
wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local 
authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions 
are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city 
and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  Vi  of 
1  %  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the 
state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  25  years.

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MILAN  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Milan  Volunteer  Fire  Department  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1969.  Many  hours  of  work  have  been  donated,  includ- 
ing travel  to  surrounding  areas  to  obtain  parts  and  equipment  to 
upgrade  the  department.  Training  in  the  latest  fire  fighting 
methods  has  been  held  over  the  years  and  many  volunteers 
have  participated. 

A  new  fire  house  was  built  in  W.  Milan  on  land  donated  by 
W.  Emery.  Materials  and  time  donated  by  local  merchants  and 
volunteers  made  this  possible.  At  the  present  time,  a  tank  truck 
and  portable  pump  is  housed  in  this  facility  and  ready  for  use. 
The  facility  is  under  the  watchful  eye  of  Walter  Mullins  and 
volunteers  in  the  W.  Milan  area. 

This  year  in  Milan,  we  have  built  a  new  fire  truck  capable  of 
responding  to  any  fire  in  the  surrounding  area  with  ease  and 
safety.  A  tank  truck  &  portable  pump  is  also  housed  in  Milan. 

Monies  received  by  the  Town  are  now  being  used  to  build  a 
new  town  building,  including  space  for  fire  fighting  equipment 
which  will  be  completed  by  the  fall  of  1978. 

Recently  air  packs  were  purchased  and  will  be  placed  in  the 
new  fire  truck,  according  to  current  policy,  for  most  effective 
use  in  the  area.  Training  sessions  in  their  use  are  now  in 
progress. 

In  the  budget  for  1978-79,  I  have  requested  monies  for  the 
training  of  volunteers,  both  old  and  new,  in  the  latest  fire  fight- 
ing methods.  Fire  fighting  education  is  necessary  and  vital  if 
we  are  to  maintain  an  effective  volunteer  fire  department  in  our 
town. 

Thank  you,  one  and  all,  for  your  devotion  and  service  to  your 
department.

The  members  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee  assisted  in  the 
completion  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  it  in  completing  all  pos- 
sible projects  begun  in  1976  in  observance  of  the  200th  Birth- 
day of  the  U.S.A. 

The  basement  of  the  Town  Hall  was  completed  into  an  at- 
tractive room.  The  second  Bicentennial  quilt  was  embroidered 
in  the  same  manner  with  the  same  art  work  as  the  original 
quilt  made  in  1976.  This  quilt  is  to  become  a  part  of  Milan's 
historical  heritage  to  be  enjoyed  by  us  now  and  other  genera- 
tions as  time  moves  along.  The  album  and  scrapbooks  of  our 
activities  have  been  completed.  The  Town  Reports  have  been 
bound  into  five  volumes.  Copies  for  1878,  1879,  1880,  1887, 
1888,  and  1897  are  missing.  Perhaps  at  some  future  date 
copies  may  be  located  and  returned  to  the  Town  Clerk's  office 
to  be  placed  with  the  others. 

In  August  your  chairman  attended  and  received  for  the  town  a 
Certificate  of  Participation  of  the  Battle  of  Bennington  held  at 
Old  Fort  No.  4  in  Charlestown. 

The  Open  House  held  in  the  town  building  in  August  was  very 
well  patronized  and  the  display  enjoyed  by  all  those  in  attend- 
ance. 

A  $100  check  was  presented  to  the  local  P.T.A.  to  be  used 
toward  a  skating  rink  project  as  this  was  one  of  the  originally 
proposed  Bicentennial  projects.  It  could  be  completed  at  some 
later  date. 

A  printing  error  in  last  year's  report  should  be  changed  for 
the  sake  of  correct  historical  information.  On  page  73,  the  be- 
ginning sentence  of  the  fourth  paragraph  should  read:  "It  is 
not  a  well-known  fact  that  97  countries  (not  communities) 
joined  in  honoring  America,  etc."  Countries  all  over  the  world 
held  celebrations  in  our  honor.  We  thank  each  and  all  of  them 
for  their  efforts. 

In  a  preceding  paragraph,  it  should  read  the  "2-cell"  and  not 
the  "20-cell  jail  was  removed"  The  correct  of  the  committee 
mentioned  in  the  financial  report  on  page  75  should  read 
"American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Administration." 

On  behalf  of  all  committee  members,  I  thank  you  for  the 
opportunity  of  serving  you  in  this  particular  endeavor.  We 
thank  you  for  your  support  in  all  of  these  projects.  May  this  be 
only  the  beginning  for  citizens  to  become  involved  in  other 
projects  of  the  future  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  community 
as  well  as  the  entire  North  Country  area.  Let  us  keep  alive  the 
daring  "Spirit  of '76."

Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milan: 

In  my  report  to  you,  the  Citizens  of  Milan,  I  hope  to  touch 
upon  those  areas  which  will  affect  you  as  parents  and  tax- 
payers and  those  areas  which  will  affect  your  children.  I  leave  it 
to  you  as  residents  and  voters  to  indicate  additional  areas  of 
particular  interest  which  you  would  want  me  to  include  in  future 
reports. 

School  Warrant 

Three  areas  covered  in  your  school  warrant  this  year  need  to 
be  explained.  The  first  of  these,  though  not  new  articles  to  Mil- 
an, is  covered  under  Articles  number  3  and  number  4.  In  the 
past  Milan  has  adopted  both  these  articles  to  allow  the  school 
board  to  apply  for  federal  funds.  I  am  in  hopes  the  Town  will  see 
its  way  to  passing  favorably  on  these  articles  again.  However,  I 
do  wish  to  point  out  that  a  decision  was  made  by  your  school 
board  to  not  provide  assurances  to  HEW  under  Section  504  of 
the  1973  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Act.  This  assurance,  if  pro- 
vided, would  have  cost  Milan  a  great  deal  of  money  and  would 
have  allowed  HEW  to  control  all  special  education  programs  in 
your  schools.  More  importantly  it  required  Milan  to  provide  ed- 
ucational and  medical  services  to  all  handicapped  children  re- 
gardless of  costs.  Needless  to  say  this  could  have  resulted  in 
paying  costs  for  handicapped  children  far  in  excess  of 
$10,000.00  per  child.  The  decision  not  to  provide  the  assurances 
however,  could  cost  Milan  all  its  federal  funds  which  come  from 
HEW.  The  results  could  mean  the  loss  of  our  Title  I  Remedial 
Program  and  monies  to  purchase  library  books. 

The  second  article  which  needs  to  be  mentioned  is  number  5. 
This  calls  for  authorizing  your  school  board  to  sign  a  three  year 
transportation  contract  with  Tankard,  Inc.  As  in  past  years  a  bid 
notice  was  published  and  interested  parties  encouraged  to  bid. 
Only  one  bid  was  received  and  it  was  found  to  be  in  order  and 
was  therefore  accepted  subject  to  your  approval. 
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The  third  article  is  number  6  which  calls  for  the  formation  of 
a  study  committee  of  five  members  to  look  into  the  possibility  of 
joining  with  Dummer  for  the  joint  education  of  the  children  in 
grades  1-6  from  both  towns.  I  wish  to  state  clearly  here  and  now 
that  this  article  commits  no  one  and  costs  nothing  to  do.  Hope- 
fully a  sufficient  number  of  volunteers  will  be  available  to  look 
into  all  possible  areas  of  mutual  concern  and  interest  and  report 
their  findings  back  to  you  the  people  for  whatever  decisions  you 
might  deem  appropriate.  What  might  come  from  the  study  and 
what  recommendations  the  committe  might  make  are  left  com- 
pletely for  the  committee  to  decide.  I  don't  believe  it  serves  any 
useful  purpose  to  speculate  what  the  committe  might  rec- 
ommend or  what  one  plan  will  cost  as  opposed  to  another  plan. 
When  the  time  comes  the  committee  will  provide  you  with  that 
information  and  give  you  the  true  facts.  Then,  1  hope  all  of  you 
will  ask  the  questions  which  I  am  sure  will  be  on  your  minds. 

If  you,  the  people  of  Milan,  vote  to  approve  the  formation  of 
the  Committee,  I  hope  you  will  take  the  time  to  contact  them 
and  raise  whatever  questions  may  be  on  your  minds.  If  this  is 
done,  particular  attention  can  be  drawn  to  your  particular 
question  and  the  committee  will  have  a  chance  to  answer  it 
to  your  satisfaction. 

In  closing  this  part  of  my  report,  I  wish  to  remind  everyone 
again  that  this  is  only  a  study,  not  anything  more  than  that. 

Local  Public  Works  Program 

Progress  on  the  addition  to  the  Milan  Village  School  is  mov- 
ing along  on  schedule  and  should  be  completed  on  or  before 
August  25,  1978.  The  mountains  of  paperwork  being  generated 
by  the  program  have  not  been  totally  unreasonable  so  we  have 
been  able  to  keep  pace  with  it  without  too  much  of  a  problem. 
When  complete,  the  project  will  give  us  all  the  needed  space 
for  the  foreseeable  future,  even  if  Dummer  were  to  decide  to 
join  with  Milan. 

Legislation  for  the  Handicapped 

Though  1  covered  part  of  this  phase  of  my  report  under  your 
school  warrant  much  more  needs  to  be  said  if  people  are  to 
understand  what  is  involved  by  this  crude  and  blatant  attempt 
by  HEW  to  come  into  your  local  schools  and  dictate  what  you 
will  and  will  not  do.  The  question  is  one  which  transcends  the 
needs  of  the  handicapped  which  are  adequately  cared  for  under 
state  law  and  through  local  programs.  When  a  Federal  District 
Judge,  in  this  case  Judge  Robert  Hemphill  of  South  Carolina, 
says,  "No  educational  administrator  needs  to  be  reminded  of 
the  sad  fact  that  federal  money  means  pervasive,  bureaucratic 
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federal  control;  and  for  pervasive,  tyrannical  bureaucratic  fed- 
eral control,  the  Departrment  of  Health,  Education,  &  Welfare 
knows  no  equal  or  superior."  something  must  be  wrong.  He 
continues,  "If  the  federal  government,  in  all  its  wisdom,  de- 
cides that  money  should  be  spent  to  provide  opportunities  for  a 
particular  group  of  people,  that  government  should  be  willing  to 
spend  its  own  money  (i.e.  our  taxes)  for  such  purposes  and  not 
require  that  private  educational  institutions  use  their  limited 
funds  for  such  purposes".  I  can  only  agree,  and  by  so  doing 
support,  Judge  Hemphill's  position  when  it  comes  to  HEW.  At 
stake  here  and  in  similar  legislation  is  the  very  foundation  of  our 
democratic  form  of  government  as  found  under  our  constitution. 
When  one  level  of  government,  through  the  power  of  the  purse, 
can  in  effect  circumvent  and  by  doing  violate  the  very  foun- 
dation of  our  laws,  that  agency  and  that  branch  of  government 
needs  to  be  changed  and  made  once  again  responsive  to  the 
people.  I  am  in  hopes  that  some  of  you  will  become  enraged  and 
demand  that  our  Congressional  delegation  begin  to  represent 
the  very  people  by  whom  it  was  elected.

In  the  budget  for  1977-78  is  an  amount  of  $123,166.57.  For 
1978-79  an  amount  of  $134,718.87  is  being  requested.  This  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  approximately  $11,552.30  or  about 
9.4%  above  this  year.  Some  of  the  request  is  the  result  of  more 
students  but  the  greater  part  can  be  explained  as  a  tuition  rate 
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increase  for  another  year.  Below  I  have  listed  the  tuition  rates 
for  1977-78  and  1978-79  plus  the  State  Average:

The  budget  for  1977-78  is  $236,106.27.  What  is  being  re- 
quested for  1978-79  is  $263,711.97  for  an  increase  of  $27,605.70 
or  11.7%.  This  represents  a  sizeable  increase.  This  year  the  in- 
crease is  spread  throughout  the  budget:  salaries-  $2,000.00, 
secretarial  help-  $1,080.00,  transportation-  $2,000.00,  trans- 
portation for  handicapped  -  $1,148.00,  custodial  services  - 
$1,400.00,  supplies  -  $500.00,  heat  -  $500.00,  utilities  - 
$1,300.00,  social  security  -  $400.00,  insurances  -  $1,800.00, 
buildings  -  $2,000.00,  tuition  -  $11,500.00,  Supervisory  Union  - 
$1,500.00.  Though  these  are  all  rounded  figures  they  do  total 
some  $27,000,00.  Throughout  the  budget  there  are  also  many 
minor  budget  adjustments  too  numerous  to  mention. 


Summary 

To  serve  the  needs  of  a  community  a  school  system  needs  the 
willing  hands  of  many  people.  In  Milan  these  people  are  your 
teachers,  your  principal  Margaret  Nichols,  your  school  board, 
your  treasurer,  your  moderator,  your  clerk,  your  kitchen  and 
maintenance  staff  and  not  least  your  group  of  volunteers.
